1. INTRODUCTION AND SUMMARY: THE MINISTRY OF 
INTERIOR ANNOUNCED ON AUGUST 8 THAT AS A RESULT Of 
PERSONS DROPPED FROM PEN, EXPELLED, ETC. THE 
NUMBER OF PEN PRISONERS HAS BEEN DIMINISHED TO 
1,616. THE HUMAN RIGHTS REPORT PREPARED BY A 
COMMITTEE OF THE NEW YORK CITY BAR ASSOCIATION WAS 
SHARPLY CRITICIZED BY THE COLLEGE OF LAWYERS OF 
THE CITY OF BUENOS AIRES. THE MINISTRY OF SOCIAL 
WELFARE IN THE PROVINCE OF CORDOBA ENDED THE 
EXPULSION OF CHILOREN MEMBERS OF THE JOKEVAH'S 
WITNESS SECT FROM THE SCHOOLS OF THE PROVINCE. 

THE EMBASSY RECEIVED A VARIETY Of REPORTS OF 
REAPPEARANCES. THE FOWG SLOWS DOWN. END 
INTRODUCTION AND SUMMARY.

’jUN?"?!? ONCE AGAIN IT IS NOT POSSIBLE -FOR US AT 
LEAST-CDMPLETELY TO RECONCILE THE TWO SETS OF 

' FIGURES ISSUED BY THE INTERIOR MINISTRY. THAT 
MINISTRY'S TABULATION FOR PRISONERS AS OF JULY 31 
STATES THAT SI PERSONS WERE DROPPED FROM THE PEN 
DURING THE MONTH, TWO WERE EXPELLED, 23 WERE GIVEN 
THE RIGHT OF OPTION TO LEAVE THE COUNTRY, AND «1 
WERE PUT UNDER "SUPERVISED LIBERTY-— FOR A TOTAL 
OF 118 PEOPLE WHO APPEAR TO HAVE DIMINISHED THE 
PEN ROLLS. FIVE PEOPLE, ACCORDING TO 7HE ANNOUNCE- 
MENT WERE ADDEO TO THE PEN l!$T. SUBTRACTING THE 
PERSONS WHOSE CONDITION WAS AFFECTED FROM THE JUNE 
28 FIGURE OF 1,723 ANO ADDING THE FIVE NEW PERSONS 
PUT UNDER PEN, THE NEW POPULATION UNOER PEN MIGHT 
BE ASSUMED TO BE 1,620. 

ONCE AGAIN, HOWEVER, WE ARE NOT CERTAIN HOW 
MANY PEOPLE GIVEN SUPERVISED LIBERTY MIGHT IN FACT 
STILL BE LISHED UNDER THE PEN ROLLS, JUST AS WE 
ARE UHCERTAIN WHAT PERCEHTAGE OF THE 52 PEOPLE 
'DROPPED FROM PEN’ ACTUALLY GAINED THEIR LIBERTY 
AS OPPOSED TO PASSING INTO THE 'CHARGED' CATEGORY 
FOR TRAIAl BY A CIVILIAN COURT OR, POSSIBLY, A 
MILITARY 'CONSEJO D£ GUERRA”. 

THE MINISTRY ANNOUNCEMENT AOOED THAT AS OF 
JULY 31, IS! PEOPLE HAD PASSED INTO THE ‘SUPERVISED 
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LIBERTY* CATEGORY— OUR CALCULATIONS WOULD MAKE THE 
FIGURE 201. THEN PEOPLE, THE MINISTRY SAID, WERE 
UNDER HOUSE ARREST— OUR FIGURES WOULD READ 12, 

SEVEN HUNDRED THIRTY FIVE HAD BEEN ‘OPTIONED - — 

FROM OUR CALCULATIONS WE WOULD READ 736. THE 
MINISTRY OF INTERIOR SAID THAT 193 PEOPLE HAD BEEN 
EXPELLED FROM THE COUNTRY— UPDATING ANO ADDING 
THEIR FIGURES WE MAKE IT 194. UNTIL MINISTRY 
OFFICIALS ANSWER, US REGARDING OUR FIRST SERIES OF 
QUESTIONS BASED UPON NARGUINDEGUY' $ JUKE 29 DECLARA- 
TIONS (BUENOS AIRES 5450), THESE SMALL MYSTERIES 
Will REMAIN. NEVERTHELESS A CONCLUSION NAS TO BE 
THE PEN LIST ITSELF IS BEING DIMINISHED AT A 
FAIRLY FAST CUP.

4. <UI NEW YORK CITY BAR REPORT ATTACKED 

THE HUMAN RIGHTS REPORT PREPARED BY MEMBERS OF THE 
NEW YORK CITY BAR ASSOCIATION WHO VISITED ARGENTINA 
IN APRIL, DREW CRITICISM FROM THE “COLEGIO OE 
ABOGADOS DE BUENOS AIRES'* LAST WEEK. IN A LETTER 
TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE NEW YORK BAR ASSOCIATION. 

THE -COLEGIO** CONTENDED THAT THE SOURCES CITEO IN 
THE REPORT WERE UNRELIABLE SMALL GROUPS WHOSE 
MAJOR CONCERN WAS CAUSING AS MUCH DISSENSION AS 
POSSIBLE. THE LETTER ACCUSED THE HEW YORK LAWYERS 
OF IGNORING THE REASONS WHY THE GCA HAD TO TAKE 
SUCH DRASTIC ACTIONS TO BEGIN WITH. HUE COLEGIO 
REASONED THAT IN ORDER TO OUEll THE TERRORIST 
ELEMENT IN ARGENTINA THE GOVERNMENT HAD TO USE 
MEANS WHICH MAY HAVE BEEN EXCESSIVE, BUT WHICH 
WERE JUSTIFIABLE CONSIDERING THE SITUATION.! IN 
FURTHER DEFENSE OF THE GOA, THE 'COLEGIO- STATED 
THAT IMPORTANT RIGHTS, SUCH AS THE RIGHT TO HABEAS 
CORPUS, WERE ALIVE AND WU IN ARGENTINA. 

THE LETTER ALSO AOORESSEO ITSELF TO THE 
REPORT'S OBSERVATIONS ON THE LACK OF ACTION ON THE 
PART OF ARGENTINA'S LAWYERS. ACCORDING TO THE 
■COLEGIO," LAWYERS HERE ARE NOT AFRAID OF REPRISALS 
FROM THE GOA, AND THEREFORE FELT FREE TO INFORM 
THE GOVERNMENT THAT IT WAS GUILTY OF OVERSTEPPING 
THE LIMITS Of THE CONSTITUTION. THE 'COLEGIO' 
AFFIRMED THAT THERE WERE MANY LAWYERS WILLING AND 
ABLE TO DEFEND UNPOPULAR CASES, AND, FINALLY, THAT 
THOSE LAWYERS THE NEW YORK GROUP LISTED AS "DIS- 
APPEARED" WERE PROBABLY TERRORISTS THEMSELVES, 

AND NOT VICTIMS OF GOVERNMENTAL RETRIBUTION.

THE BUENOS AIRES PRESS OF AUGUST 6-8 REPORTED THAT 
JEHOVAH’S WITNESSES PARENTS HAD PRAISED IN AN OPEN

TO FIVE YEARS IH PRISON AND PERMANENT LOSS OF
